1 . DCM MADE PRESENTATION ALONG LINES OF REFTEL TO 
AMBASSADOR THUN OP GDR MPA INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 
SECTION, AUGUST 21. THUN’S RESPONSE WAS POSITIVE. 

2. WITH RESPECT TO SCOPE OP CONVENTION, THUN SAID IT 
WAS THE GDR'S PREPERENCE TO HAVE A CONVENTION THAT 
WOULD COVER DOMESTIC AS WELL AS INTERNATIONAL TRANSPORT 
ASPECTS OP PHYSICAL PROTECTION POR NUCLEAR MATERIALS. 

AT THE SAME TIME, CONSIDERING THE OPPOSITION WHICH 
THEY UNDERSTAND EXISTS ON THE PART OP SOME STATES 
TO A BROAD CONVENTION, THE GDR BELIEVES IT IS BETTER 
TO WORK POR A LIMITED CONVENTION, COVERING 
ONLY INTERNATIONAL TRANSPORTATION ASPECTS, AT AN EARLY 
STAGE AND ONE THAT WOULD HAVE THE SUPPORT OP AS LARGE 
A NUMBER OP STATES AS POSSIBLE. THE OTHER ALTERNATIVE 
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WOULD BE A BROAD CONVENTION, WHICH WOULD TAKE A LONG 
TIME, AND WOULD PROBABLY ONLY HAVE THE SUPPORT OP A 
VERY SMALL NUMBER OP GOVERNMENTS. THIS, IN THUN’S 
VIEW, WOULD DEPEAT THE PURPOSE OP THE CONVENTION. 

THEREPORE, THE GDR’S PREPERENCE WAS TO COME TO AN EARLY 
AGREEMENT, LIMITED IN SCOPE, SUPPORTED BY AS MANY 
GOVERNMENTS AS POSSIBLE. 
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3. WITH RESPECT TO THE QUESTION OE MILITARY PURPOSES 

OE NUCLEAR MATERIAL, THUN WAS NONCIMMITTAL, NOTING ONLY 
THAT THEIR POSITION WOULD DEPEND ON THE KIND OE 
PREAMBULAR LANGUAGE THAT MIGHT BE PROPOSED. 

4. IN GENERAL, THUN SAID, BECAUSE OE SUCH ISSUES AS 
INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM THEY WOULD PREEER TO HAVE AS 
BROAD A CONVENTION AS POSSIBLE. SINCE THIS WAS NOT 
LIKELY, AT LEAST THE INTERNATIONAL TRANSPORT ASPECTS 
SHOULD BE REGULATED SO THAT SOME BINDING COMMITMENTS 
WOULD BE UNDERTAKEN BY GOVERNMENTS. 

5. ON A MINOR POINT, THUN SAID THE GDR WAS NOT CERTAIN 
WHO WOULD CHAIR THE SEPTEMBER MEETING. IT WAS THEIR 
UNDERSTANDING THAT THE EORMER CHAIRMAN, THE AMBASSADOR 
EROM THE PHILLIPPINES, HAD LEFT QUITE SUDDENLY AND WITHOUT 
HANDING OVER HIS RESPONSIBILITIES TO ANYONE ELSE. IT 

WAS THE GDR'S VIEW THAT THERE WAS NO REASON WHY THE 
PHILIPPINE AMBASSADOR'S REPLACEMENT SHOULD NOT ALSO 
TAKE OVER THE CHAIRMANSHIP OF THE MEETING. BOLEN
